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DETAILED ACTION 

Reason for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior 
art of records (US Pat. 6,731,486) fails to teach or fairly suggest an apparatus for 
generating a regulated direct current output voltage comprising an over-voltage sense 
circuit (bypass circuit) which monitor the voltage at the common node during initial 
power up associated with a short circuit through a first electronic power switching 
device between the power supply and the common node for turning of a second 
electronic power device so as to provide a flow path from the common node to the 
ground for preventing the over- voltage from being coupled to the output node as 
called for in claims 1, 5 and 18. A method for controlling the operation of a DC-DC 
converter comprising monitoring the voltage at a common node between first and 
second power switching device for the occurrence of an over voltage condition 
associated with a short circuit of first power supply terminal and the common node 
and in response to the detection of the over- voltage, providing a bypass to shut down 
the power supply for protecting the electronic circuitry as called for in claims 10 and 
23. Therefore, claims 1-27 are presently allowed.
